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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Orr, Jr. et al. 
(US 4,723,915). 

Regarding claims 9-15, Orr, Jr. et al. disclose a wiring connection for a printed circuit 
board, comprising: 

at least two barrel pins (A), each pin is soldered to a printed circuit board (P) for 
fastening to a wire (16) therein. 

The patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. If the product 
in the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the 
claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 

Regarding claim 1-8, the method claims are deemed inherit.
